A s e c t io n of Broadway, New Y’ork, in 
front of the Fifth Avenue Hotel, was torn to 
pieces at noon yesterday by a quick succes­ 
sion of explosions.

that they lifted the heavy caps of the man­ 
holes ten feet into the air and hurled paving 
blocks in all directions. 
Fortunately no one 
was seriously hurt, though this is the most 
crowded section of Broadway and hundreds 
were passing. 
The cause is a mystery, 
though the general impression appears to be 
that it was caused by an accumulation of il­ 
lum inating gas. 


In the first test case relating to the despotic 
acts of the Indiana Legislature for the con 
trol of offices, the Suprem e Court decides 
against it.

T he transfer of (tie Pension Bureau to the 
charge of Corj>oral T anner will breakup one 
v ery v icious practice adopted by the late ad­ 
ministration. 
The em ploym ent of ex Con­ 
federate spies to trav erse the North and find 
ou t ev erything possible to the detrim ent of 
any and ev ery applicant for a pension w ill no 


long er Ik* permitted. 
It seem s strange that 
an old Union soldier lik e Gen. Black would 


hav e sanctioned such a proceeding , but he 
actually inaugurated 
it. 
A s soon as Mr. 
Clev eland’s adm inistration 
w as in motion 
this brigade of old reliel soldiers was started 
for the North.

retained in his present position during the 
Harrison adm inistration. 
T houg h there has 
nev er been any quarrel or disagreem ent, the 
report had for its foundation the fact that 
Mr. W anam aker esteem s Mr. Straus 
v ery 
hig hly as au honorable merchant and lias 
larg e dealings with his firm. 
T w o brothers of Mr. Straus had been re ­ 
ceiv ed as members of the Manhattan club be­ 
fore the fatal blackballs were cast for the 
m ost disting uished m em ber of 
the firm. 
M any other J ew s of g ood standing had also 
been admitted into the org anization, and the 
on ly plausible excuse offered for the rejec 
tion of the representativ e of the United States 
to the Sublim e Porte is that “ the J ew s w eie 
g etting too th ick ,” and that unless theiradm is- 
sion was stopped they w ould soon be in a m a­ 
jority. 
Their w ays also are described as 
offensiv e to the silk stock in g Democrats w ho 
rule the club. 
T hey talked too loud 
at 
the meetings, had too m uch too say, and 
som etim es actually neg lected to use the spit­ 
toons. 
It was also said concerning them by 
one of the leading m em bers that there was 
*‘an indefinable som ethin g w hich at first irri 
fated and then exasperated the older inemliers 
of the club.” 
T his exasperation finally cu l­ 
minated in the rejection of one of the most 
disting uished N ew Y orkers who belong to 
the race of Disraeli and the Rothschilds, of 
Montefiore and A ug ust Belm ont.

In a m eeting of strik in g weav ers at Fall 
R iv er last w eek, one of the number asked: 
“ I f Bob Howard was unable to collect money 
enoug h all ov er the cou n try to carry on the 
strike of a thousand spinners, how do the 
nine 
thousand 
w eav ers expect to 
obtain 
enoug h to carry on the strug g le indefinitely?” 
It w as a practical question, and one which 
ev ery sensible man is lik ely under sim ilar 
circum stances to rev olv e in his m ind, especial­ 
ly if he has a fam ily depend ing for subsist­ 


en ce upon his daily labor. 
T he questioner 
w a s not " kick ing .” H e had joined the mov e­ 
m en t and w as ready to cast in his lot with 


the others. 
But the question was one of life 
or death to him , and before he put on the 
crow n of martyrdom he perhaps hoped that 
others w ould consider it and possibly shrink 


from precipitate action. 
He was disappointed. 
J eers and denuncia­ 
tions assailed him from all parts of the hall, 
and when he started for hom e he w as fob 
low ed by a mob which g rossly insulted him. 
T his incident prov ed that the m ov em ent was 
directed by rage and not by reason. 
In their 
blind anger the weav ers were only bent on 
sm ashing something. 
It mattered v ery little 
in the condition of temper that prev ailed 
whether they won or lost: if they could v ex 
and injure their employers, they were w illing 
to do it at any cost. 
It is this tem per, added 
to a natural improv idence and utter inability 
to look ahead, that is the bane of labor. 
It 
spring s mainly from env y of the better con­ 
ditions that follow industry, business sag a­ 
city and thrift. 
And when it controls and 
dictates the m ov em ents of great labor org ani­ 
zations, it turns those organizations into 
reckless, Irresponsible, and som etim es law- 


breaking mobs. 
But the weav er of Fall Riv er w ho was as­ 
sailed and insulted because of his question 
was the one wise and courageous man in that 
m eeting . 
There 
m ig ht hav e been others 
equally wise, but they had not the courag e to 
speak. 
There m ig ht ev en hav e been a m a­ 
jority w ho thoug ht as he did, but if so they 
felt bound by their oblig ations and pledg es to 
g o with the strikers, and were g iv en no op' 
portunity to test their streng th. 
T he country 
is full of the wrecks of past strikes, the m is­ 
ery resulting from w hich does not disappear 
in a day or a year. 
If there was less ig nor­ 
ance 
in 
the imported labor elem ent, less 
thoug htlessness and indifference to the com ­ 
fort of fam ilies at home, less yearning for a 
period of idleness at whatev er cost, the w ise 
striker of Fall Riv er w ould g et a respectful 
hearing instead of an outrag eous and dangr r 
ous attack from a mob.

FAIR FLA Y FOR THE VETERANS. 


T he transfer of the Pension Bureau to the 
charge of Corporal Tanner will breakup one 
very vicious practice adopted by the late ad­ 
ministration. 
The employment o f ex-Con- 
federate spies to traverse the North and find 
out everything possible to the detriment of 
any and every applicant for a pension w ill no 
longer be permitted. 
It seems strange that 
an oldU niou soldier like Gen. Black would 
have sanctioned such a proceeding, but he 
actually inaugurated it. 
As soon as Mr. 
Cleveland's administration 
was in motion 
this brigade of old relrel soldiers was started 
for the North. 
And not only this, but D em ­ 
ocratic Postmasters were instructed to report 
the 
same sort of stuff to 
the 
Pension 
Office. 
By means o f this system many 
deserving 
veterans 
were 
prevented 
from obtaining the pensions to which thev 
wen* entitled, and many who were already 
receiving 
pensions 
were 
cut 
from 
the list. 
A ny sort of excuse was avail­ 
able, 
both 
at 
the 
Pension 
Bureau 
and with Mr. Cleveland. 
Men and women 
were denied pensions for service ac tually ren 
dercd because this gang of spies succeeded in 
tracing up some gossip that reflected upon 
their private characters. 
Others weredenied 
with sueers because the Commissioner or the 
President affected to believe that the disease 
complained of was likely to have been con. 
traded previous to or after scrv’cc. 
But the 
one infamous fact of the whole business was 
that this army of Confederate spies was allow ­ 
ed to constitute the final couit by which the 
claims of Union soldiers were thrown out at 
the Pension Office. 
T his caused thousand 
o f claim s to be presented to and passed by 
Congress, and thus brought to Mr. Cleveland 
the opportunity to show his contempt for the 
Union soldier which he so industriously im 


proved. 
There is to be no.more of this bad work. 
T he claim of the soldier or the soldier's 
widow is going to be treated on its merits. 
The man who fought for his country w ill get 
his reward without going to Congress for it 
Hence there will be¡fewer special pension bills 
for Congress to pass and President Harrison 
to sign. 
Commissioner Tanner is in full 
sym pathy with the soldiers, and w ill not tol­ 
erate lying and slauderous reports concernir) 
them , or allow such to weaken their claim. 
Every soldier will get his just due, and re­ 
jections will be made only in cases of actual 
fraud. 
T he 
malicious methods of 
‘‘ physical 
w reck ” Black and the infam ous vetoes of 
President Cleveland caused the veterans of 
the Union cause to baud together last fall 
for the overthrow of the Democratic adm in­ 
istration. 
The President, him self a soldier, 
has placed ¡it the head of the Pension Bureau 
a veteran who has not gone over to the 
enem y. 
If be eirs at all it will be on the 
side of the soldier, for his heart is with the 
men who wore the blue. 


the others. 
But the question was one of life 
or death to him, and before he put on the 
crown of martyrdom he perhaps hoped that 
others would consider it and possibly shrink 
from precipitate actiou. 
He w as disappointed. 
Jeers and denuncia­ 
tions assailed him from all parts of the hall, 
and when he started for home he was fol 
lowed by a mob which grossly insulted him. 
This incident proved that the movement was 
directed by rage and not by reasou. 
In their 
blind anger the weavers were only bent on 
smashing something. 
It mattered very little 
in the condition of temper that prevailed 
whether they won or lost; if they could vex 
and injure their employers, they were w illing 
to do it at any cost. 
It is this temper, added 
to a natural improvidence and utter inability 
to look ahead, that is the baue of labor. 
It 
springs mainly from envy of the better con­ 
ditions thut follow industry, business saga­ 
city and thrift. 
And when it controls anil 
dictates the movements of great labor organi­ 
zations, it turns those organizations into 
reckless, irresponsible, and sometimes law- 
breaking mobs. 
But the weaver of Fall River who was as 
sailed and insulted because of his question 
was the one wise and courageous man in that 
meeting. 
There m ight have been others 
equally wise, but they had not the courage to 
speak. 
There m ight even have been a m a­ 
jority who thought as he did, but if so they 
felt bound by their obligations and pledges to 
go with the strikers, and were given no op 
portunitv to test their strength. 
The country 
is full of the wrecks o f past strikes, the mis 
cry resuliiug from which docs not disappear 
in a day or a year. 
If there was less ignor- 
unce in the imported labor element, less 
thoughtlessness and indifference to the com ­ 
fort of fam ilies at home, less yearning for a 
period of idleness at whatever cost, the wise 
striker of Full River w ould get a respectful 
hearing instead of an outrageous and dangi r 
ous attack from a mob.

FAIR PLA Y FOR THE VETERANS. 


T h e transfer o f the Pension Bureau to the 
charge o f Corjionil Tanner will break up one 
very vicious practice adopted by the late ad­ 
m inistration. 
T he employm ent of ex Con 
federate spies to traverse the North and find 
out everything jujssitile to the detrim ent of 
any and every applicant for a pension will no 
longer ta* permitted. 
It seems strange that 
an oldU n iou soldier like Geu. Black would 
have sanctioned such a proceeding, but lie 
actually inaugurated it.

In a m eeting o f striking weavers at Fall 
R iver last w eek. one of the number asked: 
“ I t Bob Howard was unable to collect money 
enough all over the country to carry on the 
■trike o f a thousand spinners, bow do the 
nine thousand 
weavers expect to 
obtain 
enough to carry on the struggle indefinitely?” 
It wa* a practical question, aud one which 
every sensible man is likely under sim ilar 
circum stance* to revolve in his m ind, especial­ 
ly if he bas a fam ily depending for subsist­ 
en ce upon hi* daily labor. 
T he questioner 


waa not " k ick in g .” H e bad joined the move­ 
m en t and wa* ready lo cast in bi* lot with 


the ethers. 
But the question wa* one o f life 
or death to him , and befop* he put on the 
crown of martyrdom he perhaps hoped that 
others w ould consider it and possibly shrink 


from precipitate action. 
He was disappointed. 
Jeers aud denuncia­ 
tions assailed him from all part* of the hall, 
and when he started for hom e 
he was fob 
lowed by a mob which grossly insulted him. 
T his incident proved that the movement was 
directed by rage and not by reason. 
In their 
blind anger the weavers were ouly bent on 
sm ashing som ething. 
It mattered very little 
in the condition o f temper that prevailed 
whether they won or lost; if they could vex 
and injure their employers, they were w illing 
to do it at any cost. 
It is this temper, addnl 
to a natural im providence and utter inability 
to look ahead, that is the bane o f labor. 
It 
springs mainly from envy of the better con­ 
ditions that follow' industry, business saga­ 
city aud thrift. 
And when ii controls and 
dictates the m ovem ents of great labor organi­ 
zations, it turns those organizations into 
reckless, irresponsible, nm! sometimes law ­ 


breaking molts. 
But the w eaver o f Fall River w ho was as 
sailed and insulted liecause o f his question 
was the one wi<c and courageous man in that 
meeting. 
T here m ight have Ineu o lh n s 
equally w ise, but they had not the courage to 
speak. 
There m ight even have been a m a­ 
jority w ho thought as he did, but if so they 
felt bound by their obligations and pledges to 


go with the strikers, and were given Hoop* 
portunitv to test their strength. 
The country 
is full of the wrecks of pa>t strike*, the mis 
cry resulting from which d ots not disappear 
in a tiny or a year, 
lf there was less ignor­ 
ance in the imported labor elem ent, less 
thoughtlessness and indifference to the com ­ 
fort of fam ilies at hom e, less yearning for a 


period o f idleness at whatever cost, the wise 


striker of Full River w ould get a res|K'ctfu* 
hearing instead of an outrageous and dang! r 
ous tit tack from a mob.
